Indian Residential School, examined by myself in October 
last, the Reverend Principal pointed out to me that this 
heifer had not freshened as was expected and I therefore 
gave her a thorough examination for that particular defect. 


I found on this examination that she was 
affected with a stenosis of the vagina and that it would 
be impossible for thisy)heifer to produce a calf. I would 
like to point out tha ing a general examination of 
these animals at the time of purchase Culdares Pansy was 
supposed to be in calf, therefore it was impossible to 
detect this malformation without my attention having been 
drawn to it. I would say that the present value of this 
heifer is what she would bring as beef.

Jhen Mr. Inspector Coleman visited this Agency in 
February in connection with the status investigation of the St. 
Mary's Band, he discussed with Wr. Irwin the possibilities of 
demonstrating to the St. Mary's Indians cultural methods of 
gardening in view of the wartime necessity for such development 
and, in this connection, held a conterence with the local 
Provincial Agriculturist, a Mr. Allan, and Mr, Irwin. It was 
considered that for this year the best method of educating these 
Indians would be to establish an "Tliustration Plot" on the 
school grounds adjoining the Reserve, having it cared for by the 
children in order to demonstrate gardening methods to them as well 
as the adult Indians, and Mr. Allan agreed that he would make a 
periodical visit to the school and the Keserve giving the children 
and the Indians talks on the plot. 


It is noted that Mr. Irwin has marked his voucher as 
a charge against Vote 79 B.C. Special but if the Department con- 
siders that it is equally a school project they may feel justified 
in charging it to the technical education grant. Actually it 
serves either purpose.

School; 


the usual activity prevails at the Kootenay In- 
dian Residential School, perhaps a little more so 
now when seeding operations are in full swing. On 
the accasion of my last visit, the children under the 
direction of the Rev. Principal Forbes were busy 
planting a large number of raspberry anda few cur- 
rant bushes, about 700 in all. These operations 
will be followed shortly be the planting of a School 
garden which will consist of illustration plots of 
vegetables and grasses. The seeding and developing 
of this garden is made possible by the action of the 
Department in supplying the necessary seeds, fer- 
tilizers eto. the seeding and developing of the 
plots will be carried on by the children under the 
supervision of the Agricultural Kepresentative sir, 
James Allan. ‘he Rev. Principal Forbes and the In- 
dian Agent. 


The interior of this school is always kept very 
clean. The meals servied are well prepared, composed 
of wholesome appetizing food. he children too in 
keeping with the general environment appear to be 
happly and certainly very clean. 


The laundry rooms, never as bright as they 
ought to have been for lack of proper lighting, have 
beeh Kalsomined a clean and cheery white which has 
the effect, despite poor lighting, of making them 
appear mrkgx very bright.

This fine schools garden 
if given the same attention by the staff during the 
holiday season as from the pupils during the last two 
months. The honours of heavy production may well be 
share with the best the Cranbrook District may have 
to offer. That is how it looks at the end of June.

INSTRUCTIONS 


When a pupil of an Indian Residential School dies, the Principal is required to inform the 
Indian Agent at once. 


On receipt of the Principal's notice the Indian Agent shall convene a Board of Inquiry, 
consisting of himself as Chairman, the Principal of the Residential School, and the Medical 
Officer who attended the deceased pupil. These members of the Board shall, in each other’s 
presence, complete this memorandum, which shall then be forwarded to the Department of 
Indian Affairs, Ottawa, in one copy. 


The Board of Inquiry shall, if at all practicable assemble within 48 hours of the pupil's 
death. 


The parents or guardians of the deceased pupil shal! be given notice of this inquiry and be 
permitted to attend it or to send a representative. They or their representative shall be asked 
if they wish to make a statement. In the event of their so wishing, their statement shall be 
attached to the report. The inquiry, however, shall not be delayed more than 72 hours after 
the time at which it would otherwise be held, to enable them to attend it. 


If the Indian Agent is located at such a distance from the school as to make it imprac- 
ticable for him to attend the Board, he shall request a responsible local resident to act for him. 
A suitable person for this duty would be a Justice of the Peace or a member of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted or Provincial Police. A more or less permanent arrangement of this kind 
might be neceseary in some cases. The Department is prepared to pay a reasonable fee for 
this duty, on the Agent’s recommendation. The report of the Board, in any case, must reach 
the Department through the Indian Agent’s office. 


This inquiry is not designed to take the place of, or prevent, any other inquiry, including 
an inquest, which may be required by law. 


If the pupil died as the result of an accident, the Indian Agent is required to take the state- 
ments of the witnesses of the accident, and attach them to this memorandum.

Statement of circumstances regarding the death of Mary Antoinette 
Pascal, aged 8 , pupil of the Kootenay Indian Residential School, 


At approximately 1.45 P.M. on Saturday, January 2Iet,I950, 
I was called by the Sister in charge of the girls, Sister Mary Joan, to 
come at once as one of the childrenhad been struck by ice falling from 
the school roof . I rushed to the girls yeed fo find the above-mentianed 
child lying on the snow near the building with large pieces of ice 
surrounding her . I picked her up immediatély and assisted by the nurse , 
Sister Paul of the Cross , brought her in the sohool building and laid 
her on a bench, A doctor was immediatley summoned by telephone . While 
awaiting his arrival every effort was made to revive her by loosening her 
clothing and applying wet compresses to her head . The doctor covered 
the six miles from Cranbrook to the school in record time in spite of the 
snow and @rrived I would say within fifteen minutes after the accident . 
On his examination he pronounced her dead . 


An unusual mild spell following after several heavy snow 
storms had caused considerable ice to form on the edges of the school 
foof , The children had been warned of the danger of falling ice and had 
been told to keep away from the building while playing . This warning had been 
repeated less than ten minutes before the accident when the junior girls 
had been sent to the yard to play . The Sister in charge states that she 
Personally directed them to play along the snow banks around the rink 
where they were making snow-men, which is about a hundred and twenty feet 
from the side of the school building. During the course of play the 
victim of the accident forgetting the warning that had been given , beggn 
running around the yard and in so doing came close to the school, Her 
sister and a couple of other girls shouted at her to come away from the 
building as Sister had said it was dangerous , Their words were hardly 
spoken when a quantity of ice was dislodged from the roof and fell about 
thirty feet striking the child and kmooking her to the ground . It was

temperature from -4 to 42 degrees above zero over a 
period of five hours and when I arrived at the school 
on the day of the accident around 2:30 P.M., the south, 
east and west sides of the school roof were completely 
clear of ice. The fatality occurred on the east side 
of the school. 


Pupils questioned stated that they had 
been warned by the school staff not to play near the 
building and that at the time of the fatality they 
had been amusing themselves by watching the ice fall~- 
ing from the school roof. The dangerous condition 
prevailing at that time was apparent to all and in my 
opinion this fatality was entirely accidental with no 
blame attached to anyone. 


In the matter of added precautions 
against future accidents of this kind, a flat roof 
protecting both east and west walls as now proposed 
by the Rev. Principal would, in my opinion, have been 
considered extraordinary prior to this accident. Any 
attempt to keep the roof itself clear of ice is con- 
sidered impractical and would be highly dangerous to 
workmen. It is proposed to discuss this matter with 
Mr. Davies, School Inspector, during his projected 
visit in the near future.

Dear Sir,—It was reported some time ago that the 
New England Society contemplated, at some future date, 
establishing an Industrial Schogl for native children on 
their station at Kuper Island, Chemainus. 

As I have held the appointment of Indian Agent for 
some years, I take the liberty of addressing you on the 
subject. I do this at the present time that I may urge 
the great benefit that would be conferred on the Indian 
children if an orphanage were established at once, if only 
on a small scale, to be afterwards enlarged and extended 
into an industrial establishment if thought advisable. 

I know of no locality on the coast so well adapted as 
Kuper Island, where you already have some good buildings. 

The expense of establishing an orphanage school there 
would not be great, while it would have so many advan- 
tages. I think that suitable buildings and furniture might 
be provided for £200, and that a similar yearly outlay 
would, with the aid of the Dominion grant to Indian 
schools and subscriptions from Europeans and natives, be 
sufficient to pay all expenses for a few years to come. I 
think an orphanage would be the best method starting an 
industrial school, from the fact that orphan children among 
these Indians are often neglected, and when at school 
would not be liable to be taken aw y, like other children, 
by the wandering habits of their parents; and, were a good 
school established, it would naturally draw to it many day . 
scholars, and I fancy also distant Indians would soon be 
willing to send their children, paying for their board. Of 
course I mean those Indian who live in isolated positions.

Dear Sir,—I take the liberty of again urging upon your 
Society the great benefit they would confer upon the Indians 
of this coast by opening an Orphanage and School in con- 
nection with your Mission on Kuper Island. 

I trust the funds of the Company may this year be in a 
more flourishing condition, and that you may see your way 
to make a start (even on @ small seale) towards the com- 
mencement of an institution of this kind. 

At the present time there is a strong wish on the part 
of Indian parents to have their children educated, and there 
is no place near Chemainus so suitable as yours on Kuper 
Island; there are so many Indian villages within easy 
access of it, and no one of them has enough children to ask 
for a School for themselves ; but many of the parents have 
expressed a wish to send their children as weekly boarders 
if Mr. Roberts could accommodate them. 

Mrs. Roberts is very popular with the Indians and has 
their confidence, and, I think, would make a successful 
matron of an establishment of the kind, having under her 
an assistant and an Indian steward. 

I feel sure the Indian Department of the Dominion 
would be willing to give substantial support to any Society 
commencing an Orphanage and Industrial School, and none 
could do so with such a small outlay and with such 
prospects of success as yours. 

‘The Indians have already requested me to reserve @ 
piece of land adjoining your farm for a School Reserve. 

A very great improvement has taken place in the Kuper 
Island Indians since the re sidence of Mr. Roberts on the 
Island; and although the School is small, and Indians often 
away, the parents are beginning to see the advantage of 
having their children educated. Last winter, Mrs. Roberts 
had a night school for young men, and if they were slow in 
mastering the three “R's” the result has been very 
beneficial in other respects.

With reference to the letter placed herewith 
from D.W.Gordon,Esq.,dated at Nanaimo on the 2nd inst., 
addressed to the Hon.the Premier,and in respect to the 
subject matter of which the Supt.General of Indian 
Affairs,before leaving for the North West,desired that 
the undersigned should furnish a report to the First 
Minister,the undersigned begs to make the following 
statement :- 

The rumour mentioned in Mr.Gordon's letter as 
having recently reached him,that the Principal of the 
Industrial School at Kuper Island had been notified that 
after the lst of Jany.next the Department of Indian 
Affairs would limit the allowance to be made to that 
school to a per capita grant of $130.00 per annum for 
each pupil,the aggregate amount of such allowance to be 
regulated by the average attendance as shown by the 
quarterly yeturns received periodically from the school, 
is correct. Both the Principal of the Indian Industrial 
school at Kuper Island and the Principal of a similar

institution at Kamloops received a notification to the 
above effect. Since the notice was forwarded, however ,to 
the Principals,protests have been made to the Department 
by the Roman Catholic Church authorities,under whose 
auspices the institutions are conducted,against this 
alteration in the system of payment for the education 
and support of the pupils, being made;and in a letter re- 
ceived recently from His Lordship Bishop Lemmens , of 
Vancouver Island,in respect to the proposed change,as 
regards the Kuper Island institution,His Lordship states 
that the number of pupils which can be lodged at that 
institution being at the utmost #£4#+y thirty,the per 
capita grant of $130.00 per annum would be insufficient 
to pay the expenses of the institution;that were there, 
however, lodging capacity for fifty pupils he is of 
opinion that the Church authorities might undertake to 
conduct the same on the proposed per capita basis. 

The undersigned is of opinion that, while it 


may not be advisable to at present make the proposed 


change from the system hitherto followed,namely,the Dept. 


paying all expenses whatever they may be to the per 
capita system, it would be advisable to recommend to 
Parliament that a sufficient amount be voted to admit of 
such additions being made to the buildings as will in- 
crease their lodging capacity to such an extent that 
accommodation can be afforded to at least fifty pupils 
at each institut ion; and the Dept.might then, in the event 
of this being done,apply the per capita principle of 


payment for the management thereof to these institutions. 
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3 
It may ,however,be stated that an institution of no 
greater lodging capacity than either of the above in- 
situtions is conducted in the Kootenay country on the 
per capita principle,namely,$130.00 per annum for each 
pupil;and the Department has not been advised that any 
difficulty has been experienced in meeting the expenses 
thereof. 

In regard to the comparison made by Mr.Gordon 
between the cost during the fiscal year 1890-91 of 
management of the Industrial Schools in Manitoba and the 
North West Territories with the cost of conducting 
similar institutions in British Columbia,the undersigned 
finds that Mr.Gordon has,no doubt unintentionally,over- 
stated the cost of the institutions in the North West 
Territories ( he gives no figures respecting those in 
Manitoba). 

This doubtless has arisen from Mr.Gordon's 
taking into account the cost of building ani additions 
made to the institutions,as well as the cost of educa- 
tion and industrial training,clothing and feeding of 


the pupils. Of course the cost of building should not 


have been included in an estimate of the per capita 


annual cost of the pupils. The latter as shewn by the 
books of the Dept.amounted to for the year 1890-91:- 

At Battleford $257.56,instead of $404.02 as stated 
by Mr.Gordon. 

At Qu'Appelle $144.31,and not $171.79. 

At High River $208.00,instead of $219.41. 

And at Metlakahtla ( B.C. } $191.81,instead of 
$217.68. 
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And as respects the two institutions of a similar 
type in Manitoba,viz. ,at $t.Paul's,near Winnipeg,and at 
Elkhorn they are conducted on the per capita principle 
of payment and receive only $100 for each pupil. 

The cost per capita of the Kuper Island,Kamloops 
and Metlakahtla institutions in British Columbia during 
the same fiscal year,viz. ,1889-90,was: - 

at Metlakahtla......$191.81 

" Kuper Island..... 157.69 

" Kamloops....++-++ 153-40. 

It may be added that the pencapita principle 
was that upon which it was,in the first instance, proposed 
that the institutions on Kuper Island and at Kamloops 
should be conducted;that is to say,that the Roman Catho- 
lie Church authorities were to be given the per capita 
allowance of $130.00 per annum for each pupil and they 
were therewith to manage the institutions,vis.to feed, 
elothe,educate and impart industrial training to twenty 
five pupils at each institution,or to as many as the 
buildings would accommodat@+ Influence was, however, 
brought to bear by Members of Parliament,and,if the under 
signed is not mistaken,Mr.Gordon was one of them,to have 


additional amounts included in the estimates for those 


schools,for salaries of employes. Consequently there was 


a departure from the original intention in the matter 

of the financial support to be afforded by the Government 
to the institutions;and now it is found to be most adif- 
ficult to revert to the more economical scheme.

The party of Roman Catholic pre- 
lates why went up to Kuper Island on 
Saturday to inspect the Indian Indus- 
trial School there, returned to the city 
to-day.

Fathers Lacombe, Caron, Blouchet 
and Sabin,. accompanied by the 
chief of the Cree tribe and the 
chief of the Stony tribe. Father 
Lacombe, who has travelled all 
over Canada inspagting the industrial 
schools conduct by the Church of 
Rome, and who is therefore better qual- 
ified to speak upon the subject than any 
man in the Dominion, says he 
is delighted with the Kuper 
Island institution, and bas no hesitation 
in saying that it is the best in the Do- 
minion ot Canada. The only fault ob- 
servable is that it is becoming rather 
small for the demands made upon it. 
The building was erected !y\ the Do- 
minion ernment and is conducted 
by the Catholic church for the benefit 
of the Indians. Success has rewarded 
the efforts put forth forth for the re- 
generation of the natives, and the 
results attained are reason for pardon- 
able pride on the part of the clergy. 
Father Lacombe is enthusiastic over 
the Kuper Island school, and wili prob: 
ably make known its advantages when 
he returns east. 

Bishop Bronde! arrived in Victoria 
to day after an absence of nine years. 
He ‘was astonished and pleased 
at the great change which he perceived 
everywhere in the appearance of the 
city. Many parts of the town he could 
scarcely recognize so greatly had they 
been changed’ bi the business blocks 
erected since his departure. Bishop 
Brondel is now mivistering in Helena, 
Montana.

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MEMORANDUM. 


I have read the correspondence herewith relating 
to the Kuper Island Industrial School. The Principal, 
the Rey. Mr. Donckele, seems to be labouring under a 
misconception of the way in which the expenditure for 
his school is being provided for during the current 


year. It will he remembered that an attempt was made 


to enlarge the buildines ab this school, ard to provide 


a per capita grant for 50 pupils. These items went 
into the Supplementary Estimates for the current year, 
and were, unfortunately, disallowed, and the Department 
was thrown back for the maintenance of the school upon 
the appropriation of $3900 which was provided in the 
Main Estimates. Of course it would be impossible to 
carry on the school for one year upon this limited @- 
propriation, and it was never intended to do 0. On 
July 6th I addressed a Menorandum upon the subject to 
the Acting Deputy Minister, in which I pointed out that 
the full appropriation for Industrial Schools for the 
year then commencing was $24,390, and also that, as the 
expenses for the fiscal year 1891-2 had amounted to 
$21,300, and the Department would not be embarrassed 
in continuing the schools in the same position as they 
occupied diring the last fiscal year. It was therefore 
not the intention of the Department to confine the ex- 


penditure at the Kuper Island School to $3900; so lorg 
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lone as the exp enditur e did not, exceed what it was in 
1891-2 the Department would be satisfied. The Rev. 
Mr. Donckele seems agrieved that the swwirg, machine 

and a boat were disallowed by the Department, but, he 
has rather himself to blame for this disallowance than 
the Departime nt, because when he made a requisition for 
them he did not give any special reason for mequiring 
them, although at the time he forwarded the requisi tion 
he wrote a special letter with it. I think the sewirg 
machine might b¢ allowed, if there is any special neces- 
sity for it, and there seems to be such a ne cessi ty. 

As regards the boat, that I think might also he al lowed, 
if the Principaé fins it absolutely necessary. I 
need hardly say that there is no distinction whatever 
made by the Department between the Industrial Schools 
in Canada. It is true that Mr. Scott's salary was in- 
creased this year from $800 to $1000, but he had been in 
the Service for some years, and it was thought that for 
very many reasons he deserved the increase. I need 
only cite the fact that Superinte rdent Vowell was given 
authority this summer erect a Laundry and Dry House 


at the Kuper Island School at a cost of $263 to shew that 


the Departme nt Kas. doing its best to meet the wishes of 


the Managers of these Institutions. The request for 
this building was accompanied by 8 full report shewing 
tinder 


how desirable it was to erect it, and no tekg report 


was received with the requisition for the sewirg m-

I am told

to discontinue the attendance of the visiting 
carpenter and shoemaker, the only reduction 
admissable at presentythe saving entailed by

Coqualeetza, which is paid for 80 children. 

The Kuper Island school carries on an average 
about 60 pupils, being 10 more than the grant provides 
for; they have no difficulty in recruiting, as the school 
is popular and well conducted.

I have the honour to humbly request the Department 
to increase our school grant from 60 to 75 pupils. 

There are in the diatrict served exclusively by 
our school,about 100 children who would and could be 
thoroughly educated,if the school had sufficient grant 
and accommodation .Actually there is accommodation for 80 
pupils with sufficient staff and complete equipment. 

The average attendance for the last three years has 
been of 75 pupils.I have endeavoured to the knowledge and 
withthe assistance of the local officers of the Depart- 
ment to have as many chbdldren as possible educated at 
our school,this being thé@ir only means and place of 
education,and I thought in so doing that I was complying 
with the wishes and intentions of the Department. 

The order lately given to thd Principal to strictly 
limit the attending number of pupils to 60,has caused gr 
great dissatisfaction of the indians,whose children were 
refused admittance,and complaint of their missionaries.

The Kuper Island Industrial School was visited on Tuesday, the 
23rd. Whe Principal is Rev. D. Glaessen. There were 66 
pupils on the rol1-~37 boys and 29 girls. The grant is for 60. 
Considerable improvement was noted since my visit of last year, 
principally in the matter of the water closets for the boys. A 
new water closet building with good sewerage and running water 
has been installed, and this does away with the objectionable 
odor noted around the premises on my last visit. The sewer 
pipe from the girl's water closet is also in a much improved 
condition from last year, a new tile pipe heving been leid, 
cased partly in cement and now runs out to deep water. The 
school buildings themselves are vory old, and, in places, the 
foundation posts and sills are rotten. As stated in my report 
on this institution last year, a new anc larger school should be 
built on the higher ground, 4s, no matter how much repairs were 
put into these old buildings, they would still be out of date. 
There is an excellent farm of forty acres in connection with the 
school, from which all the vegetables and fruits for the use of 
the school are procured. The pupils are making good progress 
with their studies; and the only sickness during the past year 
were two cases of pneumonia. There have been no deaths. About 
fourteen pupils have been discharged during the past year, and 
this has relieved to quite an extent the overcrowded state in the 
girls' Department.

It is my unpleasant duty to report upon & 
very unsavory occurrence that has taken place at the Kuper Island 
Indian Industrial School during the present month, in which six 
boys and five girls--el1 pupils--obteined egress from their dor- 
mitories on various occasions between the 13th and 2end, and, 
while some of them only participated in innocent amusement, four 
--two boys and two girls--admitted that they had sexual intercourse 
on at least two occasions. 
I was at Duncan, B. C., on the 23rd inst., about to 
pay & visit to Kuper Island School, when Rev. A. Urlings, the 
principal, telephoned to Indian Agent Robertson, asking him to 
go to Kuper Ieland es he was in great trouble; he also asked thet 
Constable O'Connell should gocto the school. 
Upon arrival at the school of the 24th the Principal 
explained the reason for his message, and upon our holding @ 
very thorough investigation into this disagreeable state of 
affairs it transpired that on the night of the 13th the boys got 
out of their dormitory windows in the second storey and let them- 
selves down to the top of. the window casing off the first storey, 
from which they jumped to the ground. After this first occasion one 
of the boys obtained a key from the carpenter shop of the school 
with which he was enabled to unlock the outside door at the foot 
of a set of stairs leading from their lavatories. The girls got 


out of a small window 14x17 inches in their lavatory which 
adjoins

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adjoins their dormitory and crawled out onto a roof a few feet 


bad lower down, and from there got to the ground. 


The names of the bogs are Lawrence Wilson, Walter 
Daniel, Willie Joe, Harry Johnny, Baptiste Paul and Michael Uny 
derwood, and the girls Elphine August Jack, Cecelia Charles, 
Alexandria Bazille, Esther Richards and Heavtetia Levies 

As istated above, & searching investigation was held, 
when ell those implicated were brought before us separately, and 
it wes proved beyond a doubt that the two boys, Lawrence Wilson 
end Walter Deniel were not only the leaders in the movement to 
break the school regulations by both boys ang girls, but were 
the ones who polluted the two girls, Elphine August Jack and 
Cecelia Charles. Both these boys and girls admitted their 
guilt, all the others denying absolutely that they had done any 
wrong other then getting out of their dormitories, and I have 
every reason to believe thet this ie correct, as both the 
reverend Principal and Sister Superior had the boys anil gixie 
before them for private invéstigetion, 

Realizing the necessity of stringent megeures being 
taken in this case, in order that it might prove a wholesome 
lesson for the future, it was decided that the two boys Lawence 
Wilson and Walter Daniel should be arrested and brought before 
a Justice of the Peace on the charge of seduction, the Principel 
of the school laying the charge, and this was done on Friday, 
the 25th, at Chemainus before Mr. A. H. Griesbach, #.2.,and on 
Seturday, the 26th he committed them for triel at Nanaimo et 
the next court of competent jurisdiction. 

With respect to the punishment of the two girls,

Having reference to the building of the new in- 
dustrial school at Kuper Island, in the Cowichan Agency, to 
replace the old one I beg to say that I understand the build- 
ing is expected to be completed during the month of June next. 
The new school will have accommodation for 100 pupils as 
against 60 in the old one, for which number they now receive 
the Government grant. 

Rev. William Lemmenes, the principal, informs me 
that he will have no difficulty in filling the school to its 
capacity, providing that the grant is increased to allow of 
this being done. I would recommend that if provision has 
not been already made in the estimates for the increasing of 
the per capita grant in this school that the matter should be 
taken up at once in order that when the school is opened they 
will be able to take in as many pupils up to their cppacity 
as they can obtein.

On the 25th I left Victoria for Kuper Island and ine 
spected both the new building and the present school, at + 
the same time going over the old building to see if any of 
the present furniture would be of use in the new school 
when it is opened. There 67 pupils on the roll, 33 boys 
and 34 girls, all making satisfactory progress in their 
studies, A new teacher has been added to the staff in the 
person of Rev. H. Dedeweert, who will take charge of the 
small boys, and teach music to all the male pupils. The 
health of the children had been very good since the begin- 
ning of the year, though one girl died of tuberculosis at 
her home in Saanich during the summer vacation.

Indian Industrial © 
School Opening 


The opel of the new Kuper Is- 
land Indian Industrial school passed 
off without a single hitch on Tuesday 
last Hundreds of Indians, men, 
women and children came from far 
and near for the occasion and, with 
about a hundred of their white breth- 
ren, clergy, officials and visitors, en- 
joyed the hospitality of the Rey. 
Father Lemmens and his courteous 
staff. 

In the thorning Rear Admiral W. 
0, nepry and Miss Story arrived on 
the Malaspina, Mr. F. ii. Shepherd, 
M.P., and party came on the Alcedo. 
and the Rt. Rev. Bishop MacDonald 
and guests came by launch. They 
passed along the wharf, decorated 
with bunting and greenery, to the 
imposing three - storey brick edifice 
which replaces the old wooden school 
built in 1890. * 

After an excellent lunch in the 
girls’ work room, Father Lemmens 
referred to June 9th as being the 26th 
anniversary of the foundation. Since 
then 342 pupils had passed through 
the school. It was at the request of 
the late Bishop Lemmens and the 
Rev. Father Donckele that the gov- 
ernment erected the first school, aid 
being given by Mr. Gordon, then 
, or Nanaimo. Their memory 
should be honoured. He pa low- 
ing tribute to Mr. Shepherd's efforts 
which had culminated inthe present 
building; to the Indian department; 
to the Island Building Co., Ltd., Dun- 
can, contrattors; and to Mr. Myles 
Morley, inspector of works. 

Mr. Shepherd neatly ascribed the 
credit for the new school to Father 
Lemmens' persistence and devotion. 

After a short service in the beauti- 
ful chapel in the building the cere- 
mony of blessing the building was 
righting by the bishop. Its sprink- 
ing with holy water was prefaced 
by a short address, His lordship 
said that this was a red letter day in 
the annals of those Indian tribes 
|whose ancestors had -dwelt in this 
land from immemorial times. The 
building they had come to dedicate 
was a mark of the provident care 
which the government had for its In- 
ldian wards. They owed thanks to} 
the government which had always ex- | 
ltended its protection to the Indians. 

The missionaries had been first in 
the field and had proved to be a most 
helpful instrument in doing work 
which the government had so gener 
ously seconde That work was the 
uplifting to civilization of the aborig- 
inal inhabitants. 

In the earty days missionaries went 
down to the Indian camps and shared 
theig lives, now the governmeny had 
enabled’ them to invite the children 
Of those trifes (6 share the life that 
civilization, the arts and’ sciences en- 
abled others to live, 

This great building was worthy of 
the government and would, with the 
blessing of God, be the means of do- 
ing great good. They had come to 
bless it and to dedicate it to the ser- 
vice of God and hamanity. ¢

I am forwarding to-day to the Indian Department in the 
usual way,an application for an increased grant for our schooL 
Last year on our entrance into the new building the grant was 
increase from 60 to 75,now I would like it increased to 96 the 
full capacity of our schnool.According to calculations forwarded. 
to me from the Department our dormitories can accomdate that 
number.The staff we have at present would he able to handle that 
many children.Only that Father De Weert,who at present is getting 
no salary,would be put on the same footing as Father Murphy, and 
receive a salary of $25.00 a month.I have at present 8I pupils 
at the school,and have been obliged to refuse more applications 
than would be necessary to make the 96.The Indians seem to be 
very anxious to send their children to our new school.The fact 
that I have been obliged to refuse a great many applications pro- 
duced a good effect,up to now the Indians thought they were doing 
us a favor by sending their children,now they see it is the other 
way around. 

I fully realise that this is a poor time to come and ask 
for an increase’ outlay of money.But you must admit that it would 
be bad policy to economise at the expense of education,so I feel 
sure you will find some means tothe inerease [ ask for.

At the time of thie school thie summer, 
the following mattere wer to my attention: Land 
is badly needed - there @ Ufecres at present. Mr. Agent 
Lomas would like something me in an effort to quiet the 
older Indians of the band/who insist that they were to have 
been paid for thie property. Fifty acree to the east of the 
school site ie reserve land, not settled and might be 
acquired. 


Grapes, walnuts, fruite of all kinde, all vegetables 
and some of the potatoes are raised. They have 7 milch cows 
and 3 horses, but not enough land to raise beef. Water supply 
and acetylene lighting systeme - in good condition. They have 
enough water to irrigate all of the 50 acres that are 
cultivated, from the reservoir. 


I found here the best gymnasium at any Indian school 
in Canada. There ie a spectators’ balcony, dressing roome, 
lavatories and playroome - all in the gymnasium building. 

There is a splendid Band here: they need a few more instruments 
at this time. They have splendid manual training equipment, 
but no instructor. Mr. Cairne suggeste a Government manual 
training inetructor to travel among the 5 or 6 residential 
schoole on the mainland. 


The barn is fairly adequate - the hennery and piggery 
are good ~ excellent laundry equipment ~ good bakery and dairy - 
heating 0. K. The bake oven needs repsire and they will 
write about this. I noticed in the pig pen & splendid swing

Then you will see by this report that 11 are now out 
on sick leave. The Indians are inclined to boycott this 
schoel on account of so many deaths. 


May I be permitted to suggest that the Dootor who 
visits this school monthly be requested to send into the 
Department a report on the nealth of the pupils of thie 
school. I woulda also ask that a copy of his report 
be sent to me,

Mr. Inspector Cairne, in @ report dated liovember 9th, 
last, on hie inepection of the Kuper Island Industrial School, 
has drawn attention to the food eupplied the pupile. He states 
that he coneidere they are not well fed; that the children are 
given milk which has been separated and 811 the butter fat 
removed; and that the other articles of diet are meager and not 
of a nourishing quality. 


As milk ie one of the chief articles of diet for 
children, the Principal should see that an ample supply of pure 
milk, containing #11 the butter fat, ie furniehed for their uee. 
Butter should be made only from any eurplue milk after the 
pupile have obtained a reasonable quantity. You will be good 
enough to draw thie matter to the attention of the Principal and 
eee that the Department's requiremente are carried out. 


You ehould inetruct the Doctor who visite thie school 
monthly to examine the children and furnieh a report on their 
health, There have been a number of deathe during the paet 
year and, ae a reeult, the Indian parente are inclined to 
boycott the school. The Doctor should examine into the food 
furniehed and ascertain whether it ie ample and contains 
sufficient nourishment for the needs of the children. It might 
be well if he would give the Principal hie advice regarding the 
quantities and kinde of food that should be eupplied. We will 
be pleased to receive a report made by the Doctor regarding the 
diet supplied at thie school, and any recommendations which he 
desires to make. You will pleaee give thie matter your early 
attention.

(I) In regard to certain accusations made against Kuper Island School details of 
which I have no doubt certain elements would be sure to provide you with "in exten 
-so" I can now declare my candid opinion that the school as s&ich is not involved 
at all though there was one priest,a convert to the church from protestantism, 
and not a member of the Kuper Staff whose conduct to me at any rate does look 
quite blameworthy. What view,however a sane jury would take knowing to what leng- 

ths of mendacity Indians can go when pushed on by subversive elements,is an entire 
ly different matter. I am glad you realize I have done all in my power to facilit- 
ate the necessary inquiries into the situation and that I will as in the past co-op 
erate with the department to the maximum in achieving any ameliorations suggested 
Though quite cognizant of certain lamentable breaches of morality in connection 
with individual members of certain public institutions in this province, I have 
always taken the quiet way in quest of emendment because I fail to see any advan- 
tage in ruining an institution because of some individual's supposed or evan real 
misdeeds, If in such cases Royal Commissions are going to be accorded qt.

(2) In regard to the East Coast Agency I wish to press very strongly for the ap- 
poitment of MRBERNARD FRANCIS NEARY a talented young man,fond of the Indians and 
provided with the very best of references.

To my mind the most disturbing factor 
on the West Coast is the Ahousat School where sickness and trouble seems to be perp 
etually rife. I am not blaming the present staff but I do feel the Indian Act was 
strangely contravened when a second residential school was put so close to Christie 
School and the net result wds that the white men's sad religious wrangles were al- 
so and quite unnecessarily visited upon the Indians. However things being as they 
are probably a day school would be the best solution - if any school there at all.

A further complication is found in this that the school owns no stand= 
ing timber; if it did the wood could be cut in times of emergency such 
as these by the school staff. I have trie’ to make some agreement with 
the Indians in that sense, but there is so much wrangling between them 
to ascertain to whom property of limits belong that if we ventured to 
and do our own cutting, there would be no end to trouble. Even in nor=- 
mal times, with the usual fishing, hop<picking and work in canneries, 
there is no certainty as to the ossibility of one hundred and fifty 
cords of wood being cut and hauled in due time. As a ears the alterna- 
tive would be for the school to ww some woodland where the staff or 
any other hired help could carry on operations in times of urgent need, 


\ll this makes it difficult to meet financial obligations with 
an irregular attendance such as revails yearly at the beginning of the 


School year, and proves to militate in favor of some betterment in 
thatregard, 


I must admit that the" bonus" recieved in the two past years has 
helped considerably to tide over these conditions, but I must also say 
that prevdous to receiving that help, much of our personal salaries were 
used to make purchases and that to date some three hundred dollars of 
back salaries are still to be paid. Lack of exgerience together with 
unusual circumstances known to the De artment in the begining of my 
ineumbency accounted to Some extent for the necessity of using our 

ersonal earnings. 


I trust the Department will not consider these state-~ 
ments as critical of its attitude towards the school, but rather as 
in explanation of conditions I feel it would be of interest to know.

I have ide a request to obtain another, but was told 
the school would have to defray the expense.As further consideration on 
this matter, I beg to state that the present school boat, though in good 
condition, the engine being left out, is not in keeping with the require- 

ents of transportation for an Institution such as this, things being 
such nowadays, that trips some five miles across to Chemainus Hospital

I have your very interesting letter of the 
2lst instant and appreciate the many difficulties under 
which you are labouring at the present time. Part of 
them, no doubt, are due to present conditions which other 
residential schools throughout Canada are also e riencing. 
I presume thet the Indian Agents concerned will give you 
every —— assistance in setaseg to the school pupils 
whose leave has expired. Of course, there is such a 
demand for labour at the present time that the older boys 
can easily obtain work and consequently I can understand 
that it may be very difficult to have them returned to 
the school. 


AS you realize, manufacturing conditions 
today are very difficult and, as a consequence, there is 
a great deal of delay in securing any new equipment that 
is required. The order was placed for the bake oven on 
the 29th of September and the firm was requested to rush 
delivery. Immediately on receipt of your letter I got 
in touch with the Purchasing Branch and they are ting 
a letter to the firm giving them e special priority and 
urging them to have the oven shipped at the earliest 
possible date. In spite of all we can do there will 
still be some delay, ae transportation is rather slow. 


I still retain many kind recollections of 
my last visit to Kuper Island some three or four years

I beg to submit herewith report of my examination of the 
books of the Kuper Island Residential School. 

Kuper Island is situated opposite Chemainus. 5.C, about 
4 miles distant, Iarrived at the School in the late afternoon of 
June 19 and completed my inspection at noon of the 21, proceeding 
by train in the afternoon to the Indian Agency Office at Duncan, 
to complete my report. 

Records available for examination included Cash Book, 

Benk Pass Book, cancelled cheques and an incomplete set of 
vouchers, The books are kept. by the Principal, Father Geurts, and 
his system of recording transactions made a complete examination 
impossible. The following is a brief outline of his methods, 

Two accounts, one a Savings and the other a. Current 
Account, are maintained in the Canadian Bank Of Commerce, Chemainus, 

each in the name Rev. Joseph Geurts. Departmental cheques covering 
the Per Capita Grant. were deposited in the Savings Account in order 
to draw interest, Father Geurts explained. The Cash Book, however, 
did not. show that the School received any credit for interest. 

The balance on deposit at May 31, was $3367.08 which included 
School and private funds . 

The Current Account was started by deposit of a cheque 
drawn on the Savinsg.Account. and: thereafter was replenished as 
required by transfers:of $1000.00 from the Savings Account. Cheques 
drawn on the Current Account included those issued covering payments 
of School expenditure and many moreewhich the Principal explained 
were not. connected with the School. I would suggest here that the 
Department might consider the adviseability of having the Current 
Account in the name of the School in place of in Father Geurt's 
name in the Bank, 

The revenue entries in the Cash Book included Departmental 
cheques for the Per Capita Grant and salary of the Manuel Training 
Instructor, with sundry amounts which Father Geurts stated was the 
correct revenue of the School. Expenditure entries were,- Cheques 
issued for School expenditure, cash expended and entries made 
quarterly of $1500.00 for salaries of staff.Cheques were not issued 
for salaries and therewas no supporting vouchers for the entries, 
Father GeurtSstating payments were made in cash or from private 
funds, Cash was obtained from the cashing of cheques for salary of 
the Manuel Training ae ar from amounts received from Indians 
and others to be forwarded? awd which were forwarded by 


N.C. Allen Esq., 

Representative Of The Treasury, 
Department Of Indian Affairs, 
Ottawa, Ont, 
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cheaye on the Current Account, uti undr, amounts received as 
Yrom the above it will be notea that Father Geurts 

never tried to balance the Bank Account with Cash Book, His 
theory was to have all Receipts and Expenditureccorrectly 
entered in the Casu ov: and have ufficient funds in the Current 
Account . 

As & test audit of the Cash Book for the fiscal year 
1933-34, I examined the entries for receipts, sorutinized all 
entries of expenditure comparing many with the accounts and cancelldd 
cheques and tested all the additions, For the period April 1, 1934, 
to May 31, 1935, I examined in detail all receipts and expenditures 
and checked all additions, All entries appear correct in so fer as I 
was able to verify. 

In order to balance the Bank Pass Book with the Cash 
Book as at May 31, the following statement was prepared,-

After examination of the Cash Book a statement of 
Receipts and Expenditures for the Fiscal Year ending March 31, 1935, 
statement #1 , was prepared, Receipts are normal and would not appear 
to call for spe#ial comment, 

Expenditure shown under the various headings in 
statement #1 is detailed under sub-headings in statement # 

For food $3,328.07 was expended which is high when the 
amount of foodstuffs grown on the farm, shown later in this report,is 
considered,

I have your letter of April 23rd 
regarding discrepancies in the Per Capita Allowance 
for the Kuper Island Indian Residential School. 


Together with the Treasury officials 
we have reviewed your Quarterly Return and find that 
your average of 101.90 agrees with our figures. It 
is felt that you calculated the earnings at a 
different rate than is allowed this school. For 
your information the former rate for the Kuper 
Island school was 273. Effective October 1, 1951 
this was increased by 15% making a total of 313.95. 
I am sure that if you will multiply 101.90 x $313.95 
and divide by four you will find that the Per Capita 
Grant for the March Quarter will amount to $7,997.88

I beg to inform you that some time ago the Reverend 
Principal of the Kuper Island School telephoned me stating 
that the boiler for the laundry at the school was leaking and 
asked me to send up a man to repair it. I therefore informed 
the firm of Messrs. Thacker & Holt, who did all the plumbing 
and made all the boiler connections at the school when it was 
built, and Mr. Holt went up the next day. He has reported 
that in his opinion the boiler will need re-tubing throughout 
with seventy-two tubes, four feet long and two inches in 
diameter. He reported that upon going to the school he found 
that one of the tubes was leaking and he sent to Victoria 
and had a new one sent up, which he replaced. Upon putting 
80 pounds steam pressure on the boiler a second tube blew 
out. This he plugged at both ends and then turned on 75 pounds 
of steam pressure when @ third tube burst. He then returned 
to Victoria realizing that nothing could be done at presents 
He estimates the cost of re-tubing will be $375.00. The 
expense already entailed in the repairs amount to approx- 
imately $70.00. Rev. Father Guerts, the Principal, thought 
as this is an extraordinary expenditure the Department should 
bear the same. The boiler, in the meuntime, was out of use. 
I have leid this matter before Mr. Scott and he has authorised 
the work to be done.

I have to inform you that on the 9th instant 
I had a visit from the Rev. Father A. Murphy, Principal of 
the Kuper Island School, with regard to the drain pipes from 
the sinks to the sewer which continually become blocked up 
with grease, the traps at the sinks not retaining the grease 
as they should. Various methods have been tried to overcome 
this trouble, but are not effective. Different acids and lye 
have been poured down the sinks to cut the grease, but this 
has resulted in turning it into a golid soapy substance, and 
the consequence is that the main pipe from the sink in the 
boys! dining room is now almost totally blocked up, with a 
result that when the water is turned on in the shower-bath 
Toom this becomes flooded with greasy water, etc., and the 
Rev. Father was afraid that an epidemic of Typhoid Fever might 
result unless something was done to keep these pipes permanently 
open. 


Being something of a mechanic himself, he turned 
the garden hose into the pipe and this cleared the way to a 
limited extent, but he requested that he be supplied with 150 
feet of 14 inch vulcanized hose with the proper attachments which 
could be connected with the boiler and this drain pipe cleared 
out regularly by steam pressure. 


Before submitting this proposal to you, I inter- 
viewed Messrs. Thacker & Holt, Plumbing and Heating Contractors, 
of this city, who installed all the plumbing in this building, 
and they imformed me that they are of the opinion that the scheme 
suggested by Father Murphy, if applied properly, will accomplish 
its purpose. 


The price of vulcanized hose given me by the 
Rubber Companies is $1.25 per foot less 50% and 10%, Couplings 
are $2.25 each less 10% TI have not been able to obtain a price 
for the attachment to the boiler and clean-out, but estimate they 
would not be over $7.00. The total cost of the connection pipes 
and nozzles would approximate $104.00,

1. The house was most comfortably heated, and the staff of 
Sisters provided with all that is necessary as regards food and general 
supplies. 


2+ ‘The Principal, Reverend Father Murphy, is a good provider, 


and is kind and genial to all. 

As wae pointed out to you when visiting the School, no 
provision was made for lavatory convenience on the second story. If I 
have been rightly informed, you suggested thet the staircase leading to 
the Girle' Recreation Room might easily be removed, and the space utilized 
for that purpose. I do not know if you authorized thie to be done, or if 
you simply mentioned the possibility of ite being done. However, I would 
request you to kindly take up this matter with the Agent, or with Revorend 
Father Murphy, and advise them that this should be no longer delayed. 
This flat contains the living room, the sewing room, and the class room, 
and not a drop of water is available. iiuch valuable time is lost, and 
energy wasted by going up and down stairs so frequently. A sink and a 
lavatory there would be, not only @ great boon, but an absolute necessity. 
Knowing your intentions as regards the comfort and convenience of the 
Sisters,I feel that you will not hesitate to recon end that the work te 
done immediately. 


Sister Mary Albert is still in Hospital, but is gradually im- 
proving. I doubt that she will ever be able to return to Kuper Island.

This 
last arrangement has proved @ great help, not only to the 
sink wastes but to all the other drains on the job. 


The writer would suggest the > sinks be 
disconnected from the rest of the plumbing, carried 
through outside wall and connected to a specially cone 
structed concrete grease trep, & sketch of which we sub- 
mit. This trap is one we have used succet sfully in 
large hotels and schools, the cover is mc ble and the 
grease can be rex oved from time to time; 2 waste is then 
carried on to the sank about 60 feet from the building 
in 4" Vitrified pipe and then distributed in 4" field 
tile. We estimate the cost of this work will amount to 
$150.C

Specifications were prepared for a new electric 
lighting plant required for the Kuper Island Indian Residential 
School to replace the obsolete acetylene gas plant. Copies of 
these specifications were sent to Indian Commissioner Ditchburn

On November 19th Mr. Ditchburn submitted to the 
Department tenders from the above mentioned firms for the 
complete installation of the electric lighting system, which 
included in addition to all of the necessary wiring the generating 
Plant. 

On December 7th Mr. Ditchburn was akked to obtain 
from each of the firms above mentioned an amended tender on the 
basis of the Department supplying and installing the generating 
plant.

I beg to give you the following information on the operat~ 
ing of an automatic and a non-automatic electric lighting plant with 
particular reference to the Kuper Island School. The Lister Bruston 
is an automatic type of electric lighting plant, and in the case of the 
Kuper Island School would consist of a 3 Ke We generator, a 6 Ke We 
generator and an 65 ampere hour storage battery. The operating of this 
plant is as follows,- Lights can be switched on in any part of the 
building and the first fifteen lights are supplied from the battery. 

As soon as more power is required above the fifteen lights the three 
Ke We generator automatically starts up and generates and supplies 
current up to its capacity. When more lights are turned on the six 
KE. We generator automatically starts up and the three K. W. shuts off 
and power can be used up to the maximum of the six Ke. We. generator. 
If more power is required than can be delivered by the six Ky We 
generator the three K. W. starts up and the entire plant will supply 
current up to nine K. ¥. or 9000 watts. In all cases the current 
above the fifteen lights is being supplied direct from the generators 
and not from the storage battery. The Lister engine can be operated 
by either gasoline or petrol. 


The non-eutomatic plant, which uses any type of gasoline 
engine either directly connected or belt connected to the generator 
requires a large capacity storage battery of a minimum ef 200 ampere 
hours. In all cases when lights are being used in the building the 
current is being drawn from the storage battery. The initial cost 
of the automatic plant is higher than the non-automatic, but the 
upkeep cost of the automatic is mery much lower than the non-automatic, 
as in the automatic the storage battery costs approximately $500.00 
and in the non-automatic $2,000.00. From experience in the past with 
electric lighting plants in our schools the average life of a storage 
battery is from three to four years, given good attention, The cost 
of replacing the storage battery necessitates an expenditure for 
new batteries every three or four years.

The installation cost, however, is now included in the 
wiring tender, but just how much this will be I do not 
know, though it would hardly amount to §256.00. However, 
you have the sketch of the above fixtures which was 
attached to liessrs.

In my January monthly report on Kuper 
Island Residential School, I drew the departments attent- 
ion to the unsatisfactory state of the Septic Tank, which 
was not working and recommended that an engineer be sent 
to investigate. But up to the present I have had no 
reply from the department about this. 


On my last visit to Kuper Island I found 
that things were getting worse, and that the smell was 
backing up, with the result that the toilets are any- 
thing but sanitary. These toilets at the very best are 
far from satisfactory, due to poor ventilation, and IL 
cannot see what can be dome to improve them as they are 
now situated. These really should be built out on the 
wing so as to insure plenty of ventilation. The drainage 
pipe from the Septic Tank which takes the overflow out 
into the sea is all broken. The iron pipe having been eat- 
en away by the salt water, should be renewed by vitrified 
pipe and cement. If something is not done to the Septic 
Tank system there is soon liable to be an outbreak of 
some discription. 


I accompanied Inspector Mr. Barry, and 
investigated this jointly . I have no doubt that he 
has reported the matter fully to you.

Water Suppl The water is obtained from springs on the hill behind 
the ane It is forced by a ram into a tank on a hill near the 
sdhool. There is also a pump which can be connected either to the 
tank or to the house direct. Although the quantity may be abundant 
for domestic purposes, I do not consider that the water in the tank 
would be of much use in fighting a big fire. As the pressure is only 
60 lbs. there would not be the slightest use in trying to get it on 
to the roof. Should that catch fire, I do not believe that anything 
could possibly save the school. The above mentioned pump and engine 
are reported to me by the engineer to be WORN our. 


Sanitary Conditions The toilet accommodation ig very limited on 
both ULE There are only 3 toilets for about 50 boys and only 3 
toilets for the same number of girls. Moreover, these toilets are so 
Placed that the ventilation is very bad. ‘The boys' toilets are washed 
out (Floors) twice a day. Still there is quite a smell. I consider 
that whether or not the school be enlarged, something should be done 
@8 s00n as possible to enlarge the Space available for toilets, and 
also to arrange for better ventilation. This can be done fairly easily 
by breaking through the existing outside wall and building a new set of 
toilets outside the present building. There ought to be at least twice 
as many toilets on each side. 

With the above exception, the whole school is in a splendid 


state of preservation. It is one of the cleanest schools that I have 


ever seen. It is hard to believe that it has been occupied since 1985, 
The diningrooms and kitchens are spotless, as is the rest of the interio

Drainage This is to a septic tank. ‘The overflow pipe from this 
tank goes to the sea. The logs on the beach have Smashed the old 
Pipes. Last year, the school repaired these pipes, but they have 
been again broken this winter.

Sewage Disposal System, 
Kuper Island School. 

In compliance with your request, I 
made an inspection of the sewage disposal works 
of the above mentioned school on June 2nd. The 
following is the result of my observations in 


this connection. 


DESCRIPTION 

Kuper Island School was built about 
fifteen years ago, is a brick structure and has 
@ population of about 115. It is situated about 
fifty feet above sea level and at a distance of 
approximately 200 feet from the beach. 

All drainage water with the exception 
of that from the roof of the building is intended 
to pass through a septic tank which has its outlet 
into the sea. 


SEPTIC TANK 
I found the septic tank completely filled 

up with solids, the effluent passing out through 
an overflow pipe, the outlet pipe solidly obstructed 
and broken, that portion subject to immersion in 
sea water, consisting of 4" steel pipe, being 
irreparably damaged.

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The septic tank presumably has a capac- 
ity of 1,300 gallons daily or about 30% of that 
necessary for the school population under normal 
conditions. 

There is no ventilating system and the 
facilities for cleaning are very limited and 
under present conditions it is impossible for 
this installation to function as a septic tank. 

The conditions at institutions of this 
type are abnormal, at certain periods, that is, 
days when the laundry is in operation the drainage 
flow is very much in excess of the tank capacity 
and such flow passes directly through the tank 
without septicising action. Where such conditions 
prevail separate drainage systems for laundry 
water and house waste are preferable, 

For possibly eight months of the year 
a septic tank is unnecessary at this institution 
as the drainage may be conveyed directly to the 
sea, For a period during midsummer, however, 
when the children bathe in the vicinity of the 
wharf it is advisable that sewage pass through 
the septic tank. 


SUGGESTED IMPROVIMENTS 


The attached plan shows suggestion for 
overcoming the é@efects of the present system, the 
cost of which is estimated at $988.00. 

It is proposed that a bypass arrangement 
be provided to carry the sewage directly to the 
sea during the period September to May, and on 
laundry days during the intervening period when the 


hours of bathing may be restricted, thus obviating 
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the necessity for a separate outlet for laundry 
drainage. A new outlet from the septie tank is 
necessary as the present one is insufficient in size 
and is beyond repair. In the construction of the 
outlet it is proposed to bury the pipe in solid rock 
as the existing pipe line lying on the surface has 
been frequently damaged by wave action and broken 


by heavy bodies coming in contact with it. 


A satisfactory eleanout arrangement 


consisting of inspection chamber and outlets from 
the several tank chambers has been provided. ‘The 
present facilities are extremely limited and do 
not encourage the proper clearing of solids as often 
as is necessary. 

Ventilating arrangements which are to 
be provided are quite essential to ensure proper 
oxidation of sewage on its passage through the tank 
and to prevent accumulation of noxious gassese A 
vent is also necessary in the main line from the 
school. 

All of the foregoing suggestions have 
been incorporated in a general scheme for the 
improvement of the existing system as shown on the 
accompanying plan and are recommended as best meeting 
the needs of the school for the disposal of sewage. 

The installation of the proposed outlet 
pipe may be most conveniently undertaken during the 
latter days of June or the middle of July as tides 
are lowest then. Otherwise some additional expenditure 
will be incurred in placing the pipe below water.

KUPER ISLAND RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL 


Accompanied by Mr. Agent Graham, I visited and 
inspected this school. I met the Rev. rather Gurtz, the 
Principal, who seems most efficient, and I found the school 
well kept, clean, and the children apparently happy and well 
cared for. I must, however, say that immediately upon my 
landing, it was forcibly brought to my attention, the 
unsanitary and unsatisfactory state of the sewerage disposal. 
This, apparently, is a septic tank, and tile drainage system, 
which has seemingly gone wrong, possibly through clogging 
of the tile drains, and consequently soaking of the ground, 
Anyhow, the sewerage is pouring out of the ground and running 
down into) the sea. It smells very badly, and I should think 
is a serious menace to health. Why this particular form of 
drainage was installed in the first place, instead of running 
@ pipe directly into the sea, no distance at all, I cannot 
quite understand, as I should have thought it cheaper in the 
end, and much more reliable. Possibly, there is some 
regulation against this, though, the Island is some miles 
from the mainland, and I don't see why. I should therefore 
recommend that this matter receive immediate attention, and 
if feasible, the main drainage be piped directly into the sea. 


There were 98 children in residence at the time 
of my visit. There are only three toilets for the use of the 
boys, with very poor ventilation. I should suggest, in 
agreement with the Principal, that toilets for the boys be 
erected in the form of a lean-to addition to the building, 
and that where the toilets are now, three showers be installed. 
The pressure tank cannot be used as the pump is out of order, 
and is apparently wrn out. There is supposed to be 60 
pounds pressure for fire fighting purposes, but with this 
machinery out of order, there is, of course, no use for the 
hydrants and hose. Everything else in the building seemed 
in good order. The kitchen, though small was clem. Good 
work is being done in the Manual training class, though this 
building is small, having only room for six benches, This 
school, too could do with a second hand marine engine and 
quarters for it for instructional purposes. At the time of my 
visit the children were having fish, potatoes, bread etc., for . 
their midday meal. Cultivation was good and the children 
getting instruction in farm work and vegetable growing. The 
local doctor was paying a visit to the school when I was there,

In regard to the sewage disposal and other 
sanitary matters at Kuper Island Indian School, these 
recommendations have already been covered in the report of 
Inspector Barry (Schools), dated March 3 and 4, covered by 
my letter to the Department of June llth. Inspector Barry 
also reported upon the low pressure of the water system which 
has been referred to by Inspector Pragnell, My letter of 
June 18th also covered a report of the Dominion Water Power 
Branch which showed the cost of remedial work to be 
approximately $1000.00. 


As regards the Inspector's proposal that a 
marine gas engine be supplied for the instruction of pupils 
of the Kuper Island School, I beg to say that while no 
report has been received from the Principal in this matter, 
nevertheless, if the Department is favorable to the 
suggestion, the matter could be taken up with the Principal 
when it could be ascertained if the manual training teacher 
will be competent to give instruction along mechanical lines. 
No doubt it would be a good thing if such instruction could 
be given, as the Indians of Cowichan Agency depend largely 
upon fishing as their means of livelihood and necessarily 
make use of motor boats, and the idea of instructing the 


pupils along these lines might prove of great value to them. 
The kind of engine desired could also be ascertained at the 

same time and I might say it is quite probable that suitable 
engine could be purchased in Victoria and sent to the school.

The Reverend Father Geurts, S.M.M., 
Principal of the Kuper Island Indian Residential 
School, who visited the Department today, on 
his return from Holland, requested that a grant 
be provided for the purpose of purchasing paint 

materials to paint the outside buildings, 

barn, wagon sti , Digpen, chicken hm s 
and two gymnasiums also to carry out repai to 
the barn and chicken house. 


The sum of $650 is provided in our Estimates 
for the current fiscal year. Of this amount, the 
sum of $200 has already been authorized, to make 
repairs to the Drier in the laundry. He was 


advised that the amount of $400 would be authorized 
for the purpose of purchasing the paint, etc. 
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Ottawa, August 19, 1932. 


Sir: 


I have to inform you that the sum of $400 is 
available in the Appropriation for Indian Education 
for the current fiscal year, for painting and repairs 
at the Kuper Island Indian Residential School. The 
Reverend Father Geurts, Prineipal of the Sehool, who 
visited the Department today, requested that this sun 
be utilized in the purchase of paint, oils, etc., to 
paint the barn, wagon shed, pigpen, chicken houses and 
two gymnasiums. He stated that the school authorities 
would perform the labour in this connection. Besides, 
he requested, provided there were sufficient funds 
after the purchase of the paint, that materials be 
supplied to carry out minor repairs to the barn and 
shingle the roof of the chicken house. 


Please consult the Reverend Principal, re- 
garding the paint, eto., required, and you may then 
arrange for the purchase of same from a firm on the 
list to receive consideration. It is to be distinctly 
understood that the total cost of the paint and any 
materials required for repairs to the barn ani chicken 
houses must not exceed the above authorized amount. 
Please discuss this with the Prineipal at an early 
date, as the painting should be completed before the 
wet weather in the fall. After the purchase of the 
paint and other materials has been made, you should 
obtain itemized accounts, in triplicate, covering the 
expenditure inourred. These, you will attach to proper 
voucher forme, certify in the ugual manner and forward 
to the Department for payment. 


It is presumed that the work which you were 
authorized to have carried out to the drier has been 
completed. It was understood that the cost of this 
repair was not to exceed $200. When this work has 
been completed, you should forward vouchers covering 
the cost, as requested in official letter of June 14th, 
last.

I have your letter of the 25th ultimo, en- 
Closing a communication from the Reverend Principal 
of the Kuper Island Indian Residential School, with 
reference to the batteries in use in connection with 
the lighting plant, also enclosing a letter which he 
received from Globelite Batteries, Limited, Winnipeg, 
regarding the condition of the batteries and quoting 
their price for installing new ones of a larger 
capacity. 


In this connection I have to say that the 
Department has expended a large amount for repairs, 
etc., at the Kuper Island School during the present 
fiscal year and there are no funds available to 
provide new batteries. It is considered that, if 
the batteries were not overloaded and if they were 
used for no other purpose than for lighting, they 
should have lasted longer than three years. Has the 
Principal been using the lighting equipment in 
connection with pumping water; for laundry purposes 
or for the use of any electrical attachments, such 
as irons, washing machines, etc? Please state if 
there is, on the staff of this school, an employee 
who is competent to manage the lighting plant. 


It is hoped that the present set of 
batteries can be continued in use for a further 
period. A note will be made in the Estimates for 
the next fiscal year to inelude the amount required 
to purchase a new set. In the meantime, I regret 
that, unless absolutely urgent, the Department will 
be unable to provide new batteries.

In answer to letter of Department liol52-0-5 re new batteries 
would say that 7M 10-I have a mecanic in charge who previously had 
experience with electrical sets on boats,and is now making a special stud 
of electricity. 20- There is no electrical attachments for washing 
machines. 30- re pumping water: as we have a ram the etectrical pump 
is very seldom used; and when used ,always at such times when there are 
hardly any lights on and the small engine alone is able to carry the load, 
As to the pumping for laundry purposes,once every two weeks,most of it is 
done between 8 and 12 ool. when practically no lights are used. 

Pinallg I would sap that although 2 engines have been instadled 
for the lighting system it almost never occurs that the two are in 
operation at the same time. 

Now as to say that it is absolutely urgent to replace the old set | 
at once this is hard to say. But the fact is that two cells have already 
been discarded; that a third one,now frequently tested may have to go 
any time; and how long will the others hold cut even an electrician 
could not give an exact date. But in my humble opinion I think it would be 
a@ wise thing to have a new set ready so that in case the old one gives 
cut, we are not left without lights untill the new ones arrive.

SANITARY CONDITION: 

The toilet accommodation is very 
limited. On the ground floor there are only 3 toilets for 
about 50 boys, and the same number for the 50 girls. As 
previously recommended the provision of increased toilet 
accommodation is to be desired; but I do not believe that 
any temporary building should be undertaken with a view to 
the provision of more sccommodation. The matter is 
linked up with the building of additions to each wing of 
the present school. It is however necessary that the 
very limited number of toilets now provided are in work- 
ing order. I am sorry to state that the toilets through- 
out the building are nearly worn out. Those on the ground 
floor require renewal AT ONCE. I have to most strongly 
recommend the provision of SIX NEW TOILET BOWLS, SEATS AND 
SMALL TANKS - three to be placed on the boys' side and 
three on the girls! side to take the place of toilet 
fixtures quite worn out. This is a very urgent matter, 
and the Indian Agent may have reported on it as he and 
the Principal were with me when we inspected the present 
toilet accommodation, 


DRAINAGE: 

The work done in 1931 with respect 
to the pipe to the sea is giving good service. The 
drainage, I am informed, is being run directly into the 
sea below low water mark. It is not being run through 
the septic tank. If the septic tank is to be used in 
future it will require to be cleaned out by other than 
the boys at the school; but I do not believe that the 
tank need be used as long as the pipe to the sea remains 
unbroken. The Principal spoke of filling in the present 
septic tank. This would be a very foolish thing to do, 
as it may be required in the future. I recommend that 
this point be taken up in writing to the Principal. 


PAINTING: 


The woodwork of the outside of the 
school requires to be repainted. This has not been done 
for 17 or 18 years. The gutters around the roof, parti- 
cularly in the front of the school require renewal. The 
present shingles have been on the roof for 18 years. The 
roof needs to be reshingled at an early date. I would 
recommend that this work of painting, reshingling the 
roof, and supplying new gutters be allowed for in the 
estimates for the year 1935-36.

Sirs- 


The Department is in receipt of Inspector Barry's 
report regarding his visit to the Kuper Island Indian Resi- 
dential School on the 6th and 7th ultimo. 


He states that the toilets throughout the building 
are nearly worn out and recommends the provision of six new 
toilet bowls and seats - three to be placed on the boys’ side 
and three on the girls' side- Provided that these can be 
secured at a cost not exceeding $120.00, you may arrange for 
their immediate purchase. In the event of your securi 
them, you should forward the account as soon as possible in 
order that payment can be made from the current year's 
appropriation. 


With reference to the drainage at the school, the 
Principal informed Mr. Barry that he was considering filling 
in the present septic tank. Mr. Barry considers this action 
| inadvisable, as it might be red in the future. If you 
4 agree in this sues you shi inform the Principal that the 
Vail / geptic tank should not be filled in.

On the same date 1 gave this boiler a careful internal 
and external inspection and found all tubes, rivets and

there is a considerable improvement in the condition of 
this boiler since last year. 


I gave it a Hydrostatic test of 25 lbs. and found it 
perfectly tight. All repairs mmtioned in my previous 
report have been done.

The Department is in receipt of the report of 
the engineer, Department of Public Works, Victoria, B. C., 
on his inspection, in August, last, of the boilers and 
machinery at the Kuper Island Indian Residential School. 
He reports as follows: - 


Boiler No. 22563 - The tubes are much better than last 

year, but the pitting, although now 
estopped, has gone too far, and the Engineer states he is 
afraid some of the tubes will start leaking soon. He 
reports this boiler, on account of the tubes, to be in 
fair condition only. 


Boiler No. 22020 - The Engineer found considerable improve~- 
ment in the condition of this boiler 
since last year. He states that all blow-down pipes must 
not be allowed to be buried in conerete. The concrete 
should be cut away amd the trench filled with sane, as con- 
erete holds the pipes too solid and the contraction and 
expansion strains are thrown on the boiler shell. The 
Engineer further recommends that the blow-down cock be 
renewed, removed from its present position and placed as 
close to the boiler ae possible, as, in its present position, 
if the blow-down pipe should leak, the boiler would be 
emptied before any measures could be taken to stop it. 


I would request that you bring the recoumend- 
atione of the Engineer to the attention of the Principal, 
and he should arrange to have the repairs and alterations 
mentioned attended to. Any cost should be provided by the 
school, from per capita grants or other receipts. 


Regarding the laundry engine, te Engineer 


states it is well kept, all bearings are good condition 
and the slide valve appears quite tight. The machinery in 
the laundry is well protected by guards. 


The Department understands that the certificates 
of inspection of the boilers have been forwarded to the Prin- 
cipal. He should arrange to have them posted in a conspicdous 
Place in the boiler-room.

I beg|to report that I ‘pwteiiy monthly visit to 
Kuper Igland Indian Residential School on January 29th, 
last, in company with Mr. Sehool Inspector Barry. 


The Reverend Principal took us around on a tour of 
inspection, and pointed out four things that required 
attention,- 


1, The floors of the boys an? girls play rooms is comple 
letely gomee These floors have apparently been built so 
close to the ground that there was no ventilation with the 
result that the sills have all rotted away, and both 
floors will have to come up and be completely renewede 


2. The Sister in charge of the kitchen complained 
that the range was far too small, it being only a two 
oven, and that one oven was almost gone. On examining 
the same I found that it was so badly bulged that it will 
not last very much longer, which means that the stove 
would have to be replaced, and I would like to recommend th-t 
@ new one be installed, the same to cost about $300.00. 


36 On the whole of the second floor, the walls require 
refacing with kalsomine and the wood-work painted; this 
work could be done by the school staff, and the material 
for the same woul’ cost about $100.00. 


4e They are very badly off for a large sewing 
machines The only one that they have at present, that 
is of any rea’? value, is a single taylor machine, which 
is two years old, and then three ordinary machines. 
As the majority of the work to be done, is all more or less 
heavy material for boy's overalls, etc, it is too much for 
the ordinary machines, and the one tayloring machine has 
to do it all. 


I would like to recommend the above improvements 
be carried out at this school, as they are badly needed.

Replying to Departmental letter of February 20th, 
in connection with mine of the 14th, ultimo, re. certain 
repairs needed for the roof of Kuper Island Indian 
Residential School, and in which yeu state that it is not 
possible to provide the total amount requested in my 
estimate. 


i might say I visited the school with Mr. School 
inspector Barry this week and I went in to this question 
very fully with the Principal, and im order to do this 
work economically it must all be done at one time, as 
scaffolding for a high milding like this must be erected 
in order to do the work, as it is too high to use ladders 
and the gutter all around the building must be repaired, 
as metal gutters were put in originally, and that is rusted 
through and is leaking very badly all around the building, 
which is having the effect of cracking the concrete and 
bricks where it is constantly running down the walls, and 
if this is not done immediately it will cause a great deal 
of expense later on, so what ever work is done this Summer, 
this is most essential. The seaffolding would have to be 
erected all around the building in order to put in the 
new gutters @@ and also to d@ the painting. 


On the west side of the building the shingles are not 
quite so bad, as on the east side which is very moss grown 
and is beginning the rot the sheeting to which the shingles 
are attached, and if this side is not done very @oon, it 
will mean replacing the sheeting, which will add to the cost. 


If it is impossible to provide the full amount applied for 
to have this work done, I would suggest that the Department 
give us all that is possible, and we will have the gutter, 
painting and as much shingling dome as possible, the balance 
then will have to be left until next year, which will mean 
the heavy extra expense of erecting the seaffolding again 
to complete the shingling .

I took the matter up with a contractor, but could get 
nothing definite from him, so went to the school and went 
into the matter very carefully with the Reverend Principal. 
He suggested that the Church Authorities had carpenters 
available that by bearding at the school, we could get 
the work done very much cheaper, and in this way a lot 
of the stmpler work could be done by the school staff, 
and in that way save money. 


We would suggest that instead of artificial shingles 
asked for that No.l, cedar shingles be used, and so by 
working it in this manner we would both save money , and it 
would go much further towards finishing the work from the 
money available than by letting a contract. 


if this meets with the Department's approval, I would 
suggest that a cheque for $2,500.00 be sent, and I will see 
that the Department gets satisfactory work done for the 
money.

owned institution and was erected in the year 1915. The 
roof is badly in need of re-shingling and the gutters 
require renewal. It has now become urgent that the work 
be carried out, in order to prevent damage through further 
leakage. 


The local Indian Agent, Mr. H. Graham, Duncan, 
B. C., reported that he interviewed the Principal regarding 
the work required. The Principal suggested to the Agent 
that the church authorities have carpenters available and 
that, by boarding them at the school while they are doing 
the work, it could be carried out very much cheaper, and, 
in this way, the school staff could assist and perform 
considerable of the work. The Agent recoumends that No. 1 
cedar shingles be used. He requests that he be given per- 
mission to purchase the shingles and other materiale re- 
quired and arrange with the church authorities for the 
labour, utilizing the services of their carpenters. 


I should be pleased to have your authority 
to incur an expenditure to the amount of $2,500 for 
material and lebour in repairing the roof and to be advised 
if it will be satisfactory to utilize the services of the 
carpenters which the church authorities have availeble in 
carrying out the labour. I should also be pleased to be 
informed of the name of the firm from whom the shingles 
should be obtained. The Agent estates that he would super- 
vise the work and see that a satisfactory job is done 


for the money available.

je then decided to call in Messrs Inkster & Thompson, who 
are on the approved list, and who are cheaper than the other 
firm whose name was given me by you, so we have decided to 
go ahead with the werk under Messrs Inkster & Thompson 's 
supervision, that is the most dangerous, and the school 
representatives will do the remainder.
